‘SLUGGERS AT WORK. 


“Red” Edmunds and Frank Wil- 
liams, a Negro, Meet in the Ring. 


Three Rounds Result in the Negro Being 
Robbed of the Victory—Knives, Pistols and 
Base Ball Bats Used as Weapons—A Gen- 
eral Row. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch... 

New Tonk, July 4—Jimmy, alias Red 
Edmunds, a noted English pugilist, and 
Frauk Williams, an ambitious negro, met in 
the prize-ring at an early hour yesterday 
morning and fought with hard gloyes. The 
contest was conducted according to the Mar- 
quis of Queensbury rules, and Edmunds won 
onafoul. The fight took place at a well- 
known resort on Long Island, and while it 
lasted was of a most desperate nature. The 
two hundred men who had waited ali night 
for the fight to begin, woke from their rest- 
less slumbers and all was bustle and confus- 


oft from the bar-room. It was seen that the 
black man was in the best condition. His 
opponent seemed to be flabby. Edmunds, 
who is 31 years old, is 5 feet 8% inches 
high and weighed 155 pounds. The black 


man is twenty-five years old, weighs 137 
pounds, and is 5 feet 7% inches tall. Bot 
men had previously 
FOUGHT IN THE RING, 

and their meeting had been arranged by 
„mutual“ friends, who made up a purse to 
be given to the winner. It was precisely 
four o’clock when time was called for the 
first round. Both men advanced briskly from 
their corners, shook hands and threw them- 
selves into sition to spar for an opening. 
Witiiams led with his left, but was short, 
stepping back 82 in time to avoid a straight 
counter that his antagonist aimed at his jaw. 
After feinting several times Williams ob- 
tained an opening and landed his left heavily 
upon Edmunds’ jaw, being countered on the 
body. Several light returns followed, when 


Wiliams, who had feinted at Ed- 
mund’s body. sent in his right hand 
avith crushing force upon the bridge of the 


English pugilist’s nose, causing that a 
penuage to swell to huge proportions, while 
the blood trickled down his lip. Both men 
rushed to half-arm work, when Edmunds 
soon discovered that he had made a mistake 
in forcing that kind of fighting and broke 
away. illlams rushed upon his antagonist 
and struck him between the eyes so that the 
Englishman quivered and saw countiess 
stars. Loud cheers grreeted the round. 
Williams came quickly to the scratch upon 
the call of time for the second round, while 
EDMUNDS MOVED SLOWLY, 
and to all appearances had enough.“ Wil- 
liams asked Edmunds to agree to fight the 
battle out with bare knuckles, which the 
latter deciined. Wiliams again led 
off and struck his opponent several 
times without a return. Weary of this 
hammer and tongs style Edmunds rushed at 
Williams blindly and succeeded in planting 
a terrilic right hand biow on his mouth that 
made bis lips swell up like a cushion. He 
tried to follow up his advantage by another 
blind rush, but that time he was brought to 
a sudden halt by an under cut that sent him 
sprawling On the floor. As he arose he was 
again sent down by a left hand 
BLOW UNDER THE EAR, 
and on regaining his feet time was called 
and the men were led to their corners. The 
third round was one that will not soon be 
forgotten by those present. Williams, who 


had battered his man all around 
ti.e ring during the two pre- 
ceding rounds, was declared by the 


referee to have lost the fight on a foul 
just as his opponent was about to surrender. 
“\\illiams, ss in the ürst and second 
rounds, led sud succeeded in planting 
a si‘ncer on the point of Edmunds’ jaw and 
then forced the tghting so that Edmuuds 
iguominiously ran away and fled to his cor- 
ner. where he tore the gloves from his hands 
and asked his second to throw up the sponge, 
That worthy, however, claimed the fight, 
alleging that he had been 

STRUCK A FOUL BLOW 
by Williams, and much to the surprise of 
atew who were not in the deal the referee 
allowed it. Then followed a scene that 
beggars description. Williams, by the ad- 
vice of his second, went over to Edmunds 
and begged him to fight it out, and upon his 
refusing said: a 
“Wel, then, I'll make you fight,“ and he 
dealt him a blow full in the face that 
knocked him in a heap. Instantly the 
friends of Edmunds advanced upon Williams 
and his friends with base-ball bats, knives 
and missiles of all kinds. The, New Yorkers 
finding that they were as six to two hundred 
drew revolvers and threatened to put a hole 
in the first man that moved.“ Little Joe 
Fowler, however, gid not 
BELIEVE IN MURDER, 
and challenged Edmunds or any of his party 
to jump into the ring and fight him. Fowler 
weiglis only 109 pounds, anu is tive feet one 
inch tall. His chalienge was accepted by 
Edmunds’ second, a big, burly fellow, and 
atitthey went hammer and tongs, rough 
and tumble, kicking, clawing and thumping. 
The crowd forgot their differences and 
stood around the ring and applauded. The 
men were finally separated and shook hands 
and thé crowd dispersed apparently in the 
best of spirits.

Major Melbourne Acknowledges 
Blanche as His Child. 


He Desires Her to Return Home--Fabricated 


bourne and Mrs. Bush Complete History 
of the Melbourne Family.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—“I am very much 
afraid that Mrs. Bush is my daughter 
Blanche,“ said Major Melbourne to yeur cor- 
respondent to-day. “We have been reading 
the various articles published about 
her, and, taking all the circum- 
stances’ into consideration, I am 
strongly impressed with them.” He con- 
tinued: Tou see she speaks of my relatives 
and of my birthplace and surroundings, 
giving names and circumstances, so that it is 
difficult to understand how she can be any 
other. Yet it is hard, on the other hand, to 
understand how she could have written from 
Paris, April 13, and arrived in Milwaukee 
at the time she is said to have come there.” 


Do you suppose that she is married to so 
old a gentleman as represented?“ 

“No, I believe that she is married to ‘her 
St. Louis admirer, who went abroad just aft- 
er she did. He was an ardent admirer of 
hers and wanted to marry her. It was 
understood that he went abroad with that 
hope. I seein her interview she refers to 
the two = dogs. Well, that is very plain 
to me. I believe that that young man who 
is reported with her is her admirer and that 
they are married. She refers to him as her 
brother. She has no brother. I 
hope this is not my daughter, but 
I fear that it is. She had a bad fall from a 
window in St. Louis some years ago, and lay 
foralong time at the point of death. The 
injuries to her head were nearly fatal. It 
was thought foratime that her skull was 
fractured.

„Tou might as well attempt to stop the ice-

July fun,“ remarked a leading man ofa 
fireworks company to a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter this Morning’ 

Fire works, of course 
boy will have his fireworks! Why 
we retailed over eleven hundred 


dollars worth yesterday, and to-day we have 
retailed about half that amount. This does 
not include our wholesale t ade, mind you, 
for we cleared upwards of a thousand dollars 
on the wholesale run. Yesterday’s sales 
amounted to upwards of ten truck loads.“ 
The heavily perspiring fire-works man 
crushed the sweat back into his forehead 
with his  vanilla-colored handkerchief, 
squirted stream of tobaeco amber 
across the floor, gave a knee- 
less boy a cracker, and continued: 
The most popular fireworks now are large 
rockets, roman candies, large wheels and 
garden pieces, though perhaps the promi - 
neut feature in our line now is the Japanese 
day fireworks imported from Japan. They 
are composed of bombshells, which, bein 
thrown to a great elevation explode an 
throw out curious figures formed of smoke, 
figures of all kinds of animals, human 
figures, ships, parasols and other articles 
too numerous to mention. They are becom- 
ing all the rage here in St. Louis. Why, the 
first season they were used on Coney Isiand 
upwards of $7,000 worth was used on Man- 
hattan Beach alone.“ The reporter noticed 
several of these figures. Among the most 
grotesque was a nude wrestier and negro 
girl, afigure of the goddess of liberty, a 
Hock of crows, a group of pigs and a few sin- 
gularly shaped ballons. 

“Why, don’t you know,” continued the 
pryotechnical gunpowder man, that if the 
sticks of the rockets alone, to say nothing of 
the other novelties, were placed end to end 
they would reach to Europe. This sounds 
horribly exaggerative, but it is not. Why, 
the muslin flags sold to-day in St. Louis 
would more than cover the state of Missouri, 
though as I said before, the most prominent 
thing in our lineis the Japanese day fire- 
works. We sold some twelve dozen of them 
lately to. the Merchants’ exchange picnic 
folks, and some forty dozen of them are be- 
ing fired to-day in various parts of the state. 
They are rather costly, though—$75 a dozen— 
though there is more fun in one of them than 
there is in a tom-cat witn a curry-comb tied 
to its tail. A child can fire them with 
perfect safety.“ A brilliant littie girl 
at this juncture, with half her nose eaten 
olf, came begging fora “‘nigger-chaser,” ahd 
the flow of the fireworks man’s eloquence 
was momentarily checked in meeting the 
Fourth-of-July demand.

An Interesting Contest Full of Brilliant Dis- 
plays—The Other Games To=Day--Racing 
at Chicago and Brighton Beach=Gossip. 


At least 2,500 people witnessed the game 
betweerr the St. Louls club and the Alleghe- 
nies, of Pittsburgh, at Sportsman’s park 
this morning.

THERE is a deeper than personal interest 
in the rumors which ascribe early matrimo- 
nial intentions to his honor the mayor, and 
the whole city will be glad to hear those ru- 
mors confirmed. There are many periods in 
the life of man when his heart is filled with 
happy and generous feelings, and such 
epochs in the history of a life-time as the 
discovery of one’s moustache or the elation 
over the birth of the first baby are golden 
epochs gladdened by the influences of the 
tenderest feelings. But at no period of life 
does one’s heart so bountifully overflow with 
kindness to all men as in that sweet inter- 
val between the acceptance of the declara- 
tionand the celebration of the marriage 
ceremony; and if our popular mayor is at 
present in that stage of happiness he is to be 
envied and the city is to be congratulated. 
At such averiod no man could write an un- 
worthy name on a slate, nor consent to an 
unworthy appointment, and the mayor’s en- 
gagement, if it is indeed a fact, is a guaran- 
tee of the city’s welfare as well as of his 
own happiness. 


THE HIGH LICENSE LAW. 

There seems to be a general misconception 
on the part of the opposition to the Down- 
ING law, as to the conditions which deter- 
mine the validity of alaw in the state of 
Missouri. At first the opponents of the law 
in the city council took the ground that no 
state law was valid until it had been ratified 
by an, ordinance of the municipal assembly 
and it was necessary for the city counselor, 
to point out that the statutes of Missouri 
were in force and effect within the city lim- 
its, regardless of the action of the city 
fathers. 

Thenit was assumed that no law was valid 
until it was made the basis of a lawsuit, and 
we were told that the officials who are ap- 
pointed to compel the enforcement of the law 
were not expected to dotheir official duty 
until the law applied compulsion to them. 
We have also been informed by several emi- 
nent legal authorities that the law is not 
valid because it was intended to increase 
the city revenue, whereas it will not increase 
it. 

In spite of these cogent objections to the 
law, the supreme court has declared it valid, 
and it is now necessary to shift the opposi- 
tion to another plane. The distinguished 
counsel for the opposition is, however, 
ready for the emergency. He declares 
that the supreme court has reversed 
its own decision of a year ago, and 
he has informed the supreme court 
judges that he considers their decision a 
hasty one, andone which seems not to have 
been duly considered. A supreme court 
which is told by one of the counsel in a case 
defore it that it gives its decisions bastily 
and without due consideration, especially in 
important cases, will naturally be inclined 
to grant a motion for a rehearing. 

All this is mere nonsense, and it is trifling 
with the interests of the public revenue and 
of the saloon-keepers. It makes no differ- 
ence whether we like the law or not, itis a 
partof the law of the state to which we 
must submit. The officials must enforce it, 
andthe citizens must obey it. It may be a 
good law ora bad law, it may increase the 
revenue or diminish it, it may diminish 
crime or increase it, but all of these are sec- 
ondary and irrelevant questions. In the face 
of the supreme court decision no one has any 
excuse for further resistance to the law, and 
if this is continued it can do no good and may 
cause serious harm. 


THE TRADE DOLLAR. 

As the trade dollars contain seven and a 
half grainsmore of silver than the legal 
tender dollars, the government can afford to 
redeem and recoin them, because it can do 
so at a profit of seven or eight per cent. The 
argument infavor of this redemption is so 
strong that there is good reason for suspect- 
ing the recent crusade to be part of a plan to 
buy up the trade dollars at a heavy discount 
with a good prospect of turning 
them over to the government at par. 
They are subject, like all money which is 
not made a legal tender. to this 
sort of speculative manipulation.. Dur- 
ing the panic of 1873 the national 
bank notes, though secured by inter- 
est-bearing govérnment bonds and made 
receivable for all government dues except 
duties on imported goods, were at a discount 
as compared with “irredeemable” green- 
backs, because the latter were legal tender 
in payment of debts while the former 
were not. The law makes the trade dollar 
a mere ingot worth only its market 
price as bullion. according to the fiuctu- 
ating value of silver in the melting pot. But 
because it beats the stamp of the United 
States government, it can be used as a means 
of swindling people. Everything intended 
for, general cigeulation as money, without 
being a legal Fender, is of uncertain value 
und is liable ti become at times a means by 
which the few swindle the many.

taxation. for municipal purposes 
if it can succeed in euforelng its rights 
against the street car companies. Asccord- 
ing to the charters of the companies the city 
has the right of buying the lines at an ap- 
praised value, which can mean only an ap- 
pfalsemént of the property without the fran- 
chise. This, by far the most valuable part 


of the assets of the companies, has not cost 


them anything and would not figure in an 
appraisement of the property. The law 
which permite: the city to purchase on these 
terms isa fair one, as itis the city itself 
which has given the roads their chief value, 
and the difference between the appraised 
value of the property and the capacity of 
the lines to earn money would be quite 
enough to liquidate the whole public debt of 
Chicago. In St. Louis we know nothing 
about the condition of our street railroads, 
as those adroit corporations succeeded in se- 
curing from the state an exemption from the 
painful necessity of reporting their prosper- 
ity.

CHOLERA. 


Its Alleged Reappearance Every 
Seventeen Years, 


The Terrible Pest in Egypt—How It is Brought 
to This Country- The Cholera Scourge in 
St. Louis—Its Terrible Visitations—Chances 
for a Visit This Vear— What Doctors Say 
Cholera Corpses. 


For some time past the public interest in 
the advance of cholera from its home in the 
delta of the Ganges has been moss marked, 
and already the telegraphic reports from 
Egypt are anxiously scanned by those who 
at other periods take little or no interest in 
foreign atfairs, and as fear is the most con- 
tagious of all the passions, our anxiety is 
caused by the knowledge that we share a 
common danger. For sad experience has 
taught us that once the cholera reaches 


Europe our great commerce will bring the 
hideous guest unbidden to our doors, and its 
road is much shorter than formerly, the 
Suez canal affording it facilities for reaching 
Europe. The English army of occupation in 
Egypt may also become a grave factor in 
the spread of the disease. The common sol- 
diers may die in the native hospitals, but 
many of the officers, their wives and chil- 
dren will seek safety in flight. 

In earlier days it was easy 

TO TRACE THE ROUTE 
by which cholera reached our city. Travel 
was confined to certain pathways, and pions 
these the disease was always carried. Inthe 
spring of 1832 Irish emigrant ships brought 
the cholera to Quebec: from there the pesti- 
lence traveled up the St. Lawrence and 
across the lakes to Detroit, where it met the 
troops going to the Black Hawk war. They 
suffe terribly, and were unabie to take 
the fleld. On their arrival at Chicago one 
company had dropped forty-seven men out 
of seventy-eight in fourteen s, and 
one regiment lost over two hundred 
men in a week. From Chicago the 
disease was carried to Rock Island and 
thence down the river to St. Louis. 
‘TOWARD THE CLOSE OF 1848 

the cholera was raging at Havre, aad some 
German emigrants were carried from there 
by the ship Swanton. Before her arrival at 
New Orleans she had thirteen deaths from 
cholera. and six cases were sent on shore, 
The disease soon commenced in New Orleans 
and from there spread up the river, every 
steamboat yy Bots me oe to 
thirty cases on rd. From St. uis it 
was carried overthe great emigrant route to 
San Francisco, and once 1,000 emigrants 
died on the road. 

In 1866 the emigrant ships brought the dis- 
ease from Havre to New York, and from 
there it spread out all over the country. 

THE VISITS OF CHOLEBA TO THIS COUNTRY 
at intervals of seventeen years has caused 
the present year to be regarded with great 
attention. Already, papers on the cholera 
have been read in our medical societies, and 
the profession is preparing itself by review- 
ing the history of former attacks, and dis- 
cussing the most approved methods of mod- 
ern art for its suppression. These facts 
should not alarm anyone; the 
contrary the feeling that all 
that can be done will be done should tend to 
calm ull fear of the result. 

THE EFFECT OF THE HIGH WATER 
on the sanitary condition of the city has ex- 
cited considerable attention, and a number 
ofthe physicians were interviewed on the 
subject. Dr. Ellsworth F. Smith was of the 
opinion that considerable sickness would be 
caused by the overflow, suchas malarial 
fevers of various forms; also a great deal of 
typhoid fever, diarrhea, dysentery and 
kindred diseases, and in the event of a visi- 
tation of cholera sucha condition of things 
would be favorable to the spread of the dis- 
ease.

the Papers of the candidates will be consid- 
ered this week by the facuity of the uaivers- 
ity. Acco to annual usage, exam- 
inations are held simultaneously 
bridge, New York, Philadelphia and Cincin- 
nati, under the supervision of officers 
university, and both young men and young 
omen take part them. Prof. Ernest 
Young, assistant in the department of his- 
tory, was delegated to take charge of the ex- 
amination in this city this year. About fifty 
young men and six young women went 
th u the ordeal, the former being caadi- 
dates for admission to the freshman class at 
the university, the latter seeking certificates 
‘of proficiency under signature of the resi- 
dent, ‘I'he examination of the young ladies 
was conducted under the supervision of a 
local committee of ladies, of which Mrs. 
Henry E. Peliew was president, and Miss 
Gertrude Mead and Miss Alice I. Gillman 
were secretaries; while among the members 
were Mrs. Merritt Trimble, Miss Ellen Col- 
lins, Miss E. I. Minton, Miss Grace Travers, 
Misé Louise Butler and Mrs. D. T. Gardner. 
The functions of this committee extend only 
to the immediate conduct of the examina- 
tion; the candidates’ papers are ali furward- 
ed to the university to be examined by the 
proper Officers there. 
A WIDESPREAD BOON. 


These examinations are the most far reach- 
ing element in the Harvard scheme of female 
education. It is even ciaimed by the ladies 
interested that the university offers to Women 
in the local examinations practically almost 
ali the advantages that can be obtained from 


Oviumbia college under its nt conces- 
sions, while, over and above, Harvard has 
its Annex or school of higher education 


for Women, where a four — course, which 
one of the ladies yesterday described with 
pride as exactly equivalent to that for young 
men, may be pursued by any woman who 
shows the necessary mental power. In the 
local examinations for women the candidates 
are examined upon the subjects required for 
admission to Harvard college, the questions 
being, in fact, the same as those propounded 
to the young men, except that any lady may, 
if she prefer, offer very thorougb courses in 
French and German as a substitute for Greek. 
As a matter of fact three-fourths of ali the 
candidates make this substitution. All who 
show the necessary proficiency are at liberty 
to pursue their education in the Annex. 
but those who do not desire to do this are 
rovided with certificates under the sigua- 
ure of the president of the university stating 
in detail the subjects in which they have 
been examined, and giving assurance of their 


excellence. It is also worthy of record that 
this examination is —— as an equivalent 
for the entrance examination of Wellesley 


college, and by Smith and Vassar colleges as 
an equivalent for examinations in such sub 
jects, whether preparatory or collegiate, as 
are covered dy it. 

THE CANDIDATES. 


There was certainly nothing in the appear- 
ance of the six girls who have been under- 

oing this searching examination for the past 
three days to indicate that they were learned 
in Greek roots or experts in 1 trigo- 
nometry. This year they were all young, all 
pretty, and in every face health was almost 
as conspicuous as intelligence. The six 
made a pretty picture, seated in attitudes of 
rapt attention in the comfortable church 
parior, each at a table by herself, her hat 


while she rapidly filled up page after page 
with small, neat feminine characters. it 
was believed by the local committee of ladies 
who were in charge of the exumination, that 
not one of the candidates proposed to enter 
the Annex“ school. From outWard appear- 
ances it would be impossible to judge what 
motives actuated th Irn Ffeun in 
seeking to be examined at all. ll alike 
were tastefully dressed, all were refined in 
appearance and bearing, but not one showed 
in costliness of dress or ornament the fact 
that she was exempt from the necessity to 
earn her livelihood. Three of the young 
ladies came from private seminaries in this 
city; the others had taken private instruc- 
tion. Tue ladies in charge could only say 
their experience showed that of the women 
who passed this examination about half 
sought only glory, while the rest made ita 
means Of advaneement as professional 
teachers. 
THE SCOPE OF THE EXAMINATION. 


The subjects included in the examination, 
though regarded as only preliminary to the 
work of the Annex, are sufficient iu them- 
selves to constitute an excellent education. 
Each is divided into two courses—the pre- 
scri and the elective. Every candidate 
must pass in all the presoribed and at least 
two of the four elective sourses. The Latin 
branch includes four books of Cmsars ‘‘(Gal- 
lic War,“ and six books of the Aineid in the 
prescribed course. Questions are given on 
the subject matter, on the constructions and 


n historical and antiquarian allusions. 
ransiation at sight of average passages 
from other books of the “Gallic ar“ and 


easy Latin prose composition are also re- 
quired. The elective course adds to this two 
orations of Cicero, translation at sight of 
assages from the Latin pvets, and the 
ransiation into Latin of a passage of con- 
nected English narrative. The Greek course 
is in its general features like the Latin, the 
required books being the first four of the 
Anabasis in the prescribed course, and two 
of Herodotus and three of the Iliad iu the 
elective. Ancient history and geograph 
are prescribed, and the course covers Gree 
history to the death of Alexander, 
Roman to the death of Commodus. The 
prescribed course in mathematics embraces 
arithmetic, algebra through quadratics, and 
lane geometry; the elective course adds 
ogarithms, plane trigonometry, and solid 
geometry. he course in physical science 
preseribes the elements of natural philoso- 
phy and makes physics and elementary 
chemistry and botany elective. The ordinary 
course in French or German demands trans- 
lation at sight from prose or poetry of aver- 
age difficulty, but when these languages are 
offered instead of Greek very thorough ac- 
guaintance with their respective literatures is 
required. Perhaps the most admirable course 
ot all is that in English. The candidate is 
required to correct specimens of bad English 
submitted to her at the time of the examina 
tion, and to write ashort composition, cor- 
rect in spelling, grammar, punctuation, para- 
R and expression. The subjeet must 
ohe of a number announced at the time of 
examination. The subjects this year were 
drawn from Shakespeare’s “Julius Cawsar’’ 
and As You Like It,” the Sir Roger de 
Coveriey”’ papers, Macaulay’s Fang on Ad- 
dison, Thackeray’s “Henry Esmond’ and 
Seoti’s “Marmion.” ‘The candidates were 
supposed to be familiar with all these wor 
A CONTRAST.

FLAGS FOR THE NATION. 


Millions of them Supplied by New York 
Manufacturers. 
From the New York Sun. 

“What can you teil about flags that is in- 
teresting? was asked of the proprietor of 
one of the largest factories in the city. 

“A great deal, he said. The trade is 
booming; that,s interesting to us. The 
Fourth makes the trade lively just now, of 
course; but trade for the last year has been 
much better than it was last. Flags form 
one of the necessities of life. They are the 
most prominent outgrowth of American en- 
thusiasm, We get married at an altar 
draped with the national colors. Sunday 
schools parade the streets and go picnicking 
with flags in the hands vf the chilaren. 
Christmas trees are decorated with them. 
The advent of bock beer or the opening of 
a bar-room calls for the use of the patriotic 
embiem ef freedom. We nominate political 
candidates in flag-draped halls. The open- 
ing of the great bridge called for thousands 
of flags. e honor the memory of the 
soldier dead by — 114 graves with 
the flag they * * for. e listen to stories 
of the wrongs inflicted on the oppressed in 
another land in halis where the stars and 
stripes are twived with the emerald field and 
the harp. Everything that excites our emo- 
tions sells our flags. There is no place like 
America for flags; there is no flag so beauti- 
ful as the American flag.” 

“Have you any idea how many #ags are 
made and sold in a year?” 

Not a very accurate one. They are made 
by the million. Our concern turned out a 
million and a quarter last year. ‘There are 
dozens of other firms turning out other mil- 
lions. We fill orders for a thousand gross of 
the small ones. We keep hundreds of thou- 
sands constantly in stock. Flags are perishi- 
able. WLen the present excitement is over 
the flags are thrown away. When the fut- 
ure excitement comes new ones are bought. 
They are so very cheap that no one cares to 
keep them. ‘Thus we make small paper 
flags, one by one and a half inch large, mount- 
ed ona pin, that we sell at thirty centsa 

ross. From that figure the price runs up to 

200 for a very large and elegant silk banner 
handsomely embruidered. ‘Lhe largest buut- 
ing flags seldom exceed 36x50 feet in size. 
Such flags are used by hotels. Then there 
are the streamers, the burgees or banners 
with mottoes, the 1 flags for merchant 
ships andyachts. Those may be called side 
issues to the flag business, but they are a 


large factor in the trade.“ 

“What do you make your flags of?“ 

“Silk, buuting, muslin, and paper. Silk 
flags are usually wade to order. We keep a 


great variety of bunting flags in stock. 
‘hese flags are made by sewing the different 
colored cioths ether. The bunting was 
formerly imported, buta number of years 
ago Gov. Ben Butier, of Massachusetts, made 
up his mind that he could make better goods 
for less money. The opposition he encount- 
ered encouraged him. He now sells the 
best bunting in the world for about $10 
apiece. The inferior imported stuff costs 814. 
‘The next cheaper grade of flags is made by 
inting the colors on the white cotton cloth. 
We can print them as large as six feet in 
length. They are printed on hand pr&sses, 
much the same as newspapers wete printed 
years ago. All attempts to cheapen the 
work by steam power have failed.“ 
“Do you ever make foreign flags?” 
Thousauds of them. hey are wanted 
for deeorating purposes chiefly. Ships buy 
ome, but not many. They get them abroad. 
He foreign consuls give us orders for sowe 
very elegant flags.“ 
“To what territory do you look for your 
trade? i 
The whole country, New York supplies 
the nation, Sbough many flags are made 
elsewhere. Here Is an order from UCincin- 
nati. Over there isa bundle for San Fran- 
cisco. You can say that in the new trade,as 
in a great many other things, New York city 
leads the world.”

STRAUSS’ WIVES. 


The Composer’s Merry War With the 
Institution of Marriage. 
From the London World. 


Johann Strauss has married for the third 
time. There is a legend according to which 
a man wanted to enter paradise, and, al- 
though he could not produce his certificate 
from purgatory, yet the archangel Gabriel 
was moved into allowing him to pass be- 
cause he pleaded, “I was so unhappy in the 
world—I was married.” But when another 
man without a certificate came and pleaded 
hard, saying, Tou passed that man because 
he was married, and I was married twice!“ 
“Oh, no,” said the angel, “we pass a man 
who was unbappy, but not a fool!“ Now 
Strauss was first married to Jetty Treffz, the 
famous singer. When she died he married a 
young woman, with whom something seems 
to have happened of which the French say, 
“Quand on ne le sait pas co n'est rien; quand 
on le salt c'est peu de chose.” There being 
no divoree possible in Catholic countries like 
Austria, except by special dispensation of 
the pope, which could not be obtained in 
this case, Strauss had to proceed to a series 
of entanglements to reach the third heaven 
to which he aspired. He had to change 
both nationality and religion—that is to say, 
he had to sail down the “handsome blue 
Danube” and transform himself entirely, so 
that by this time he is a Hungarian and a 
Lutheran. Thewife of his choice, being a 
Jewish widow, had to become a Protestant, 
too, yet she is determined to bring up 4 son 
of her first husbandin the faith of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob. Strauss’ second wife, 
the cause of all these transformations, is 

oing to remarty, too, and precisely the sub- 
ject of my French quotation. Whether they 
are going to embrace the Islam faith or only 
each other 1 cannot say, but what is really 
impayable is the sharp distinction between 
sentimentality and business. Because the 
very man whom the previous Mrs. Strauss, 
No. 2, is now going to marry is the director 
of the theater where Strauss“ operettas are 
produ@ed, and will continue to produced 
until perbaps Strauss reconsiders his triple 
position of an Austrian Catholic changed 
into a Hungarian Protestant and stepfather 
of a Jewish boy, and possibly returns into 
the bosom of the only heaven-securing re- 
ligion, and to the gold and black Austrian 
flag. For, incredible dictu, although an 
Austrian is not allowed to divorce, when, by 
such means as above detailed, he is remar- 
ried, nothing can prevent him from renat- 
uralizing himself as an Austrian and even as 


a good Catholic!

A TRUANT WIFA. 


Pursued from Spain to San Francisco 
by the Father of Her Child. 
San Francisco Special to Chicago Tribune. 


Last Tuesday Senor Danrian Cardoner ar- 
rivedin San Francisco from Barcelona in 
search of his runaway wife. He applied at 
police headquarters for assistance aad told 
the following tale: Eight years ago he was 
associated with his brother in wine-growiag 
in Switzerland.

Some of the older books are won- 
derful samples of 8 The peper is 
heavy and strongly sized, One of the — 
is nearly 200 years old. The 
will recorded here is that of Douglass Camp- 
bell, which was admitted to probate in 1768, 
just 114 NN ago. I was shown the original 
will of Maj.-Gen. Charles Lee, which was 
made in 1782, the month and day being in 
blank, but it was probated April 15,1 
The will bears in its every part the imprint 
of the marked individuality of the man who 
wrote it. It is free from anything like am- 
biguity, and shows the strong friendships 
and bitter dislikes of its author. Lee’s home 
is some eight miles from here. It is a long, 
low stone house, one story in height, and, at 
the time he occupied it, was all in one room, 
though he maintained imaginary divisions. 
One end was set aside for the kitchen, and 
here the servants and dogs were allowed 
Next to this he established his dining.room, 
ame Nag mn other end for a sleeping apart 
ment. ‘These boundaries, though wholly 
imaginary, were maintained with the utmost 
strictness, and no one was allowed to forget 
their absence. 

Gen. Lee, who all know was an English- 
man, never forgave Washington for accept 
ing the commandership of the continental 
armies, though why he should have resea 
it so far as Wash ington is concerned it woul 
have puzzled Lee himself to tell. The war 
came to a successful issue, and Washington 
had been by a grateful land made president. 
At last, being desirous of once more seei 
all the officers in the war, he one day sen 
word to Lee that at a certain time he would 
pay him a visit. No doubt Washington 
thought, or at least hoped. that Lee had for 
gotten his unjust anger, butin this he was 
mistaken, for when at the appointed time he 
appeared at Lee’s door he found the persou- 
age gone ana the door shut and locked, but 
fastened to it a note, which read: No bacon 
cooked or bread baked here to-day.” The 
will is written in a close, compact style, on 
the paper commonin those days and occu- 
pies three pages. He made presents 
to persona friends, mostly small 
sums of money, with which “to purchase 
rings of affection and remembrance.” To 
Joun Mercer he left his swords and pistois, 
two brood mares and ten guineas to buy a 
ring. Lee says he would give him “more, 
but as he has a good estate and a better 
genius, he has sufficient if he knows how to 
make good use of them.” In another place 
he says: “I had almost forgot my dear 
friends (and 1 ought to be ashamed of It) 
Mrs. Shippen, her son Thomas Shippen, and 
Thomas Lee, Esq., of Bellview. I 
will accept of ten guineas each to bu 
of affection.“ This landed estate he divi 
into three equal portions. one of which he 
gave to Jacob Morris, of Philadelphia. Here 
occurs the most singular portion of his will, 
and although it has appeared in print before, 
Jam sure it will be read with much interest 
again. Here it is: 

desire most earnestly that I may not be 
buried in any church or church-yard, or 
within amile of any Presbyterian or any 
Baptist meeting-house, for since I have re- 
sided in this country I have kept such bad 
company that I do not choose to continue it 
when dead. I recommend my soul to the 
Creator of all worlds and all creatures, who
